Hanolulu until after the ar:ivai of another 
vessel, where the consul! asks for a man-of-war ow- 
ing to the toreatened trouble between Malietoa and 
Chief Mataafa. 


Tue Marine Uniform Board bas not yet been dis- 
solved. A preliminary report was made to antici- 
pate thé contracts for the next fiscal year. The 
members of the Board despair of pleasing every- 
body and those not members view with apprehen- 
sion its continued existence. Just wby is not appar- 
ent, as the Board bas thus far conscientiously 
avoided anything savoring of originality and con- 
fined itself closely to imitation. 


ITaLty has resolved to abandon the custom of 
christening a vesse] with a bottle of wine, and re- 
turn to the method practiced by the republic of 
Venice, and to celebrate the marriage of the city 
with the Adriatic every time that a war ship is 
launched from the stocks into the sea. To the 
prow of the new war ship Sicilia the godmotber 
will attach a faithful reproduction of the ring 
used on the fete of tne Bucintore, and a small star 
of Italy bearing the King’s initials in the centre, so 
that they shall first touch tbe water. 


Tue Secretary of the Navy has sormaliy 59 ected 
the bias of the HLierreshoff Co. and the wiles Co. 
for the construction of Torpedo boat No. 2, aod on 
June 18 new proporals, to be opened Aug. 18 next, 
were advertised. Two classes of bids will be re- 
ceived, one upon pians and specifications designed 
by the Bureaus of the Department and the other 
upon plans to be submitted by the bidders. Tne 
boat is to be not less than 120 tons displacement, and 
is to average 24 knots for two hours with premium 
for greater speed and deduction for lesser speed.

She will attend to lights and buo about 
Martha’s Vineyard, Buzzard’s Bay and the south 
coast. 


THE new vessels of the Navy sufficiently advanced 
in construction to insure théir launching during the 
present year are: Cruisers 9 end 10, building at’the 
Columbian Iron Works; the New York. building at 
Cramps; Cruisers 5 and 6, building, at Bath, Me, 
and the two tugs building by Garrison and Loring 
at Boston, and the Texas, building at Norfolk. The 
eruisers Cincinnati and Raleigh, building at New 
York and Norfoik; respectively, could also be put 
in the water if necessary this year, but as much of 
the inside work can be done to better advantage 
while on the ways, there will be no burry in launch 
ing them. Mach of the difficulty experienced in 
getting material a few months ago has been over- 
come, and the reports of the inspectors from all the 
shipbuilding yards, private and: public, show the 
work to be progressing rapidly and favorably. 
Toere is still some complaint, however, in getting 
steel castings in time. 


AFTER the naval critics have bad their fline cou- 
cerning the alleged smuggling on board the Omaha, 
the Collector of Customs at San Francisco reports 
that there has been no smuggling. The reportsays 
tbat on ber arrival at San Francisco, she p ed, 
asis usual, to Mare Island without inverfersnce by the 
custome officers. A few days later the Collector re- 
ceived a letter giving information of what appeared 
to be a violation of the revenue laws. It was found 
on investigation that several emall puckages had 
been shipped by officers of the O to Eastern 
pointe. by the’ Wells; Fargo” and Co; Express; and” 
that 7l cases had been shipped_ to. Sae-Franeiseo. 
These packages were secured and opened by the ap- 
praiser. That officer reported a list of dutiable 
goods, which the Collector seized and appraised. 
There were 12 of these packages, varying in value 
from $4.80 to $110 and aggregating 60: The in- 
former could not be found, and there was no evid- 
ence of smuggling. 

SounDING machiues were the subject of a lecture 
before the Royal United Service Institution by 
Prof. Lambert, R. N. College, Greenwich. Of the 
sbipwrecks in 1888.89, 50 per cent. (833 out of 601) 
were ascribed to stranding, the total amonnt lost or 
jeopardized bv such accidents being $ . and 
the tonnage 1.269.994. 2,153 vessels having grounded. 
After giving a short account of the various types of 
sounding machines which have been invented 
with the object of indicating to a  captaiu 
the 5*8 of shallow water, the lecturer pro- 
ceeded to bring to the notice of the institution the 
latest and, be believed, an entirely novel, departure 
in this direction, namely, the ** Submarine Sentry.” 
It consists of av inverted wooden kite, which can 
be trailed from the stern of a vessel’ at aay re 
quired depth to 45 fatboms. During towing the 
vibration of the wire causes a continuous rattle in 
a sounding box, and the cessation of this noise 
gives an additional indication when the“ Sentry ” 
has struck bottom. 


Tug N. Y. World says: To Rear-Admiral James E. '

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SECRETARY TRACY has appointed a Board to con- 
vene at the Navy Department on Saturday, June 27, 
to examine into and report upon the present stag- 
nation of promotion of officers in the line of the 
Navy and to recommend such measures as it may 
deem desirable to regulate promotion therein with a 
view to increase the efficiency of the Navy. The 
Board is composed of Captain R. L. Phythian, Cap- 
tain A. T. Mahan, Commander F. E. Chadwick, 
Commander O. H. Davis, Lieutenant Commander 
Richardson Olover, Lieutenant G. W. Mentz and 
Lieutenant W. H. Schuetze. This is an admirable 
movement on the part of the Secretary and the 
Board he has selected is an excellent one. Their 
report will assist the Cameron Board in its delib- 
eratious, and between the two we ought to have 
some action that Congress will be disposed to adopt. 
Certainly, something should be done for the per- 
sonnel of the Navy, and we believe that it needs 
only unity of action to end the present stagnation. 
The Senate Committee will probably not meet until 
late in the summer. In the meantime it is the 
purpose of the Secretary, with the assistance of 
this board and officials of the Department, to draft 
a bill, or several of them, providing for such legis- 
lation affecting the commissioned and enlisted 
forcer, and the organization of the entire naval es- 
tablishment as may seem most desirable for the in- 
creased efficiency of the Service. 














Some one sends us a criticism upon the selection 
of the sons of Army officers for West Point and 
aske on the margin of the paper that we should 
adopt the criticism. This we decline to do, as we 
think it is eminently wise to make such selections 
for the Army. It is recognized in all other profes- 
sions that the best results come from bringing up a 
young man to the business his father has followed 
before him. Why should the Army and Navy be 


about aristocracy is unworthy of notice. We have 
lost much in this. country that we might have 
gained because of this demagogic cry. We need 
much more than we have of the aristocracy of 
brains, birth, and breeding. Heredity is univer- 
sally recognized as one of the strongest factors in 
producing talent of a given order. An examina- 
tion into the pedigree of officers of the Army and 
Navy would show that a very large proportion of 
the best officers we have had are deseended from 
soldiers and sailors. Instead of putting restriction 
upon the introduction into our Service ef men de- 
scended from military stock, we should open the 
door as wide as possible for their admission. No 
man who seeks for special qualities of any sort in 
an animal tails to inquire carefally into the ques- 
tion of pedigree. Why does not the rule hold good 
in the case of the human species? Let those whose 
office it is to select our soldiers make every effort 
to secure those who have the right strain of blood. 
This does not imply that any favoritism should be 
shown in passing over personal defects of character 
in the case of the sons of officers, but the fact that 
a young man has a soldierly pedigree, so far from 
condemning him, is one of the strongest of argu- 
ments in his favor. 








A STATEMENT compiled by the Inspector General 
of the Army shows a lack of interest at many posts 
in the Army in several matters that would tend to 
increase the efficiency of the Army if more care- 
fully observed. These figures are compiled from 
the reports of post inspectors for the year 1890. 
When the reports for the present year come in a 
similar statement will be compiled, with the view to 
ascertaining the improvements within the year. It 
is not unlikely that some regulation will soon be 
issued to insure closer attention to these exercises. At 
26 posts ‘n the D. E., 9in the D. Mo. and 9 in D. Tex., 
7in D. P. and 7 in D. Ariz.,5in D. Cal., 3in D. Col., 
and 2 in D. Dak., the commands were not turned out 
atal). At 11 posts in all the commands were turned 
out or exercised unexpectedly, and at 20 turned out 
in case of fire or fire alarm only. At 35 posts, 10 of 
them in the D. E., physical exercise was confined to 
drills. 13 posts have gymnasiums; at 60 posts, 15 
of them in the D. East, the men indulge in Indian 
clubs, bal games, bars, trapeze, tennie, boating, 
hunting, etc. At 8 posts only are the men and 
horses familiar with turning out unexpectedly at 
night; at 38 posts they are unfamiliar with this 
duty and have no opportunity to learn it. At 7 
posts the horses are taught to swim with their 
riders. 








James F. Rocus, ‘‘ Commander-in-Chief Regular 
Army and Navy Union,” informs us that a conven- 
tion of the ex-regular soldiers, sailors and marines 
is called to meet in New York City, July 4, 1891, and 
he believes that this is an unwarrantable interfer- 
ence with the society he represents. This was or- 
ganized in 1888, and now numbers, Mr. Roche tells 
us, 18 garrisons, placed in fifteen different Statee, ex- 
tending from Portland, Me., to Montana. Applica- 
tions now under way will bring the number of gar- 
risons to over 30 before the expiration of the present 
year, with a membership of over 2000 comrades. The 
convention of this order will be held in August, and 
Mr. Roche thinks that those it represents should 
withhold their support from any simwWar organiza- 
tion. He says: “Its officers in the different States 
are gentlemen of character and ability. It num- 
bers all classes within its ranks, from the private 
who recaptured the bloody guidon of the 7th (Cus- 
ter’s) at the Rosebud, to Brevet-Brig.-Gen. Dudley: 
U.S. A., retired. 








Tue closing exercises at the Bryant School, Ros- 
lyn, L. I., took place on June 5, and were attended 
by a large number of guests, who crowded the re- 
ception hall, which was handsomely decorated.

Norman W. Healey and Ce., 150 Nassau street, 
New York, publish The Arithmetic of Electricity, a 
wavual of electrical calculations by arithmetical 
Methods, including numerous rules, examples and 
talks in the field of practical electrisal engineering 
and experimenting, by T. O’Connor Sloane, Ph. D., 
author of Home Experiments in Science, etc., illus- 
trated. . 

Tue story of the gentle-hearted stud ent of nature, 
Charles Darwin, His Life and Work, is told by Chae. 
Fredk. Holder in one of the volumes of G, P. Put- 
nam’s Sons series, *“‘Leadersin Science.” It is the 
story of a devotion to scientific investigation 80 
complete that as Darwin himself has told as his 
mind “became a kind of machinefor grinding gen- 
eral laws out of a Jarge collection of facts,”’ and that 
part of the brain upon which the higher tastes de- 
pend became atropbied. This volume tells the story 
of his personal history and his home Ife, and u 
charming story it is, showing how simple, kindly 
and charitable in all of his private relations was this 
man, described as being one of “ the two great 
lights of science,’’ Newton being the other—the 
Gemini in the heavens of philosophy; stars whose 
glory is the brightest of all. 

Rear Admiral Daniel Ammen's gossipy volume, 
The Old Navy and the New, has al y made its 
way, and we have had the — of referring to 
it bere once or twice since its appearance from the 
press of J. B. Lippincott Co., Philadelphia. It fol- 
lows the chronological order, and appears to be the 
condensation of a diary, in which the gallant admi- 
ral has recorded the experiences of a life time, since 
be entered the wy | asa midshipman in 1836. He 
spent his childhood in the neighborhood of the lad 
who afterwards became General of the Armies of 

the United States, and a life long friendship with 
Gen. Grant dated from their youthful experiences 
together, when Ammen rescued Grant from a flood 
in the Ohio River that threatened to sweep him out 
of the world and into oblivion. Admiral Ammen's 
description of naval life in earlier daysis very in 
teresting, and besides this he has something to tell 
of bis experiences during tbe War of the Rebellion, 
where he so faithfully and ably served his country. 
ln his concluding chapter the admiral has an oppor- 
tunity to say a good word for his projectof an 
isthmus Sbip Canal. The interesc of his volume is 
by no means confined to naval readers. It copvtains 
numerous interesting anecdotes, and a great va- 
riety of entertaining allusions to people of public 
reputation. [tis outof such volumes as this that 
the early history of our naval service must be gath- 
ered in the future. 

Another volume treating of electricity is published 
bv Charles Scribner's Sons at the price of $3. lt is 
Electricity in Daily Life,a popular account of the 
Applications of Electricity to Every Day Uses, with 
150 illustratione. [t consists uf a series of popular 
articles published last year in Scribner's Magazine. 
Lieut. Walter S. Hughes, U. 8. N., contributes a 
chapter on Electricity in Naval Warfare, and 
Lieut. Jobn Millis, C. E., U. 8. Army, one on Biectri- 
city in Land Warfare. Lieut. Hughes shows how 
rapid and remarkable the applications of electricity 
bave been on board ships-of-war since the Trenton 
was fitted with an electric incandescent plant seven 
years ago. Special applications of electric machin- 
ery to the requirements of the contracted space on 
board a warship have followed and pow electricity 
has taken its place as an essential part of the outfit 
of Government vessele. Search lights for use above 
and below water, telephonic torpedo searchers, 
lights for illuminating the sights of guns at night, 
electric loge, electric appliances for firing guns, elec- 
tric torpedoes, electric motors, electric range finders 
—all of these are described by Lieut. Hughes. Lieut. 
Millis, for his part, describes electric chronographs 
and electric cameras for photographing the flight of 
projectiles, electric Jamps for examining the bore 
of gune, electric targets, field telegrapby, - search 
lights aud electric torpedo appliances. Prof. C. F. 
Brackett considers the subject of Electricity in the 
Service of Man; F. L. Pope, The Electric Motor and 
its Appliances; Joseph Wetzler, editor of the £lec 
tric Engineer, The Electric Railway of To-day ; 
Prof. Henry Morton, Electricity in Lightoing; Chae. 
L. Buckingbam, The Telegraph of To-day; H. L. 
Webb, The Making and Laying of a Cable: A. EB. 
Kennelly, Electricity in the Household, and M. Allen 
Starr, M. D., Electricity in Relation to the Human 
Body. This would seem to cover the whole range 
of electric industries, which have had such a mar- 
vellous development within the last devade. 








DECISION BY THE SECOND COMPTROLLER. 


in answer to aninquiry from the paymaster of 
the Marine Corps, the Second Comptroller decided 
that a person who enlists as a minor and is dis- 
charged by the order of the Secretary of the Navy 
“upon the settlement of bis accounts,” is not en- 
titled to be credited with the retained pay due him 
at the time of his discharge. The Comptroller says 
that, “ by his enlistment the claimant contracted for 
bonest and faithful service, and the violation of 
such service is a condition precedent to bis right to 
receive his retained pay. Because his enlistment was 
fraudulent he pow seeks to avoid this contract be- 
fore its completion. By so doing he, of course, for- 
feits all claims for the benefit under it.”’

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THE STATE TROUPS. 


STATE CAMP OF INSTRUCTION, N. Y. 
PEEKSKILL, June 25, 1891. 

As a general rule the heat, no matter bow opprer- 
sive during the day at the State camp, succumbs to 
the cooling breezes from river and mountain in the 
evening, and comfort and a good night's sleep are 
aesu the men. Not soon the night of the third 
day of the 28d Regiment’s camp. The heat was tor- 
rid, and ip the early morning the mercury marked 
80 deg. The camp was astir b 
the call for morning drill was promptly responded 
to. This hour and a half was devoted to company 
skirmish, and the men stood the work like salaman- 
dere. By 8.30, atthe assembly for guard mounting, 
the weatber was simply red bot, 92 deg. in the shade 
being the record at the hospital tent, yet the details 
were prompt for the ceremony, which was hand- 
somely conducted and happily completed without a 
single case for surgeon or Ambulance Corpe. When 
the call was sounded for battalion drill on this day 
the mercury bad reached the bundred mark, and ou 
consultation with tbe regimental and post surgeons 
Col, Partridge, who wasin command of the camp, 
ordered the men back to quarters. 

In the afternoon a short rainstorm somewhat 
cooled the atmosphere, and the evening parade was 
in undress, followed by the drill which should have 
been held in the forenoon. As on Monday the com- 
mand was divided into battalions, one of eight com- 
panies on tbe main teld, and the other of four com- 
panies on the lower tield. Both men and officers 
enjoyed these drills, Lieut. Col. Smith, in command 
of the large battalion, carrying out the Colonel’s 
programme in excellent shape, while the smaller 
command, under Maj. Waters, were successfully in- 
structed in battaliou skirmish drill. 

Wednesday morning brought no let up to the terrible 

heat, yet in answer to the driil call the companies turned 
out witb full ranks, while the guard mount of the day was 
a success in every particular, and satisfactory even to that 
eriuc of critics, Capt. Thurston, the inspector of guard 
duty. The regiment was again divided into battalions for 
the, wid-day drill, Lieut. Col. Smith taking the smalier for 
the skirmish work, and Mejor Waters the main battalion on 
the field opposite the color line. The prugressive plan of in- 
struction laid out by Col. Partridge was followed on both 
flelde, and the drills were in every way satisfactory. We do 
not mean that these drills were faultiess, for there were 
many points of omission and commission, both in officers 
and wen, among which must be noted an unsteadiness in 
— ano a partiality to talk, unchecked by officers or file- 
closers. 
Betore the regiment bad concluded the midday meal the 
storm, which bad been threatening during the morning, 
broke with the tury of a cyclone, accompanied by thunder 
and lightoing, and in almost less time than it takes to write 
it, the camp was flooded. Tbe rain came in sheets, while the 
wind swept over before it, but, thanks to the care of 
Col. Story and Capt. Spencer’, ot the Ordnance Department, 
not @ peg Or tent rope gave way, and when the brunt of the 
storm bad passed, except for the accumulated mass of 
water, whicb, by the way, was quickiy absorbed io the 
sewers, the Camp was in perfect condition, Tne storm pre 
vented all further military work, an undress parade closing 
the cuty of the day. 

Thursday opened with a continuation of the storm and 
the morciog drills were suspended, but the camp was, as on 
previous days, properly and thorougbly policed. In this 
duty a aad intripgement of camp rules apd the showiox of 
a lack ot discipline was observed. The company police snd 
the general police of the camp met in force at the head of 
the main street, on the extreme right of the camp, and here 
a scene was enacted, and under the eyes of a number of the 
officers, which was simply outrageous. The sweepirgs of 
the previous night bad been gathered in barrows, ready for 
the dump, but a sham battle was arranged, and it was bar- 
row against barrow, rake against shovei, and may the beav- 
iest side win. And the heaviest side did win, tor again and 
again were the bsrrows overturned, the dirt and refuse dis- 
tributed on the main street, to be again collected and again 
overturned, the chances of injury to the men, which by the 
way was even greater than that from the heat, being com- 
pletely overlooked. 

The guard mount was in undress, yet was a well executed 
ceremony, the acting sergeant major showing a suap and 
precision most commendable. This ended the military duty 
of the day, the rain talling incessantly. The evening parade 
was in undress. Friday was the last working day in camp, 
and as the rain had shown a disposition to let up, Col. Part- 
ridge determined to take advantage of the weather. The 
regiment was turned outin voveicoats and leggings, for, 
though the rain bad ceased, the atmosphere wasraw and 
cold, Thecommand was divided into three battalions of 
four compaoies each, with Capts. Candee, Holmes and 
Tooro in command, the field cfficers acting as supervisors. 
The movements were all ia the school of the battalion, and, 
while being instructive, were intended as a rebearsal of a 
brigade drill, which the Colonel sprung on the regiment in 
the midday drill. The pian employed by Col, Partridge of 
allowing bis captains tv command and instruct battalion 
hes proved a perfect success, 

The guard mount of the day was perfect in every detail, 
and was a pleasure to witness. After the formation for bat- 
t dion drill the regiment was divided into four commands 
ot four companies each, Lieut. Col. Smith, Maj. Waters, 
Capts. De Forrest and Canaee being in command, with Col. 
Partridge as brigadier general. This drill was toa certain 
extent a repetition of the evolutions at Prospect Park, and 
a3a plentiful supply of blauk ammunition had been issued, 
toe men were in the drill heart and soul. As was to be ex- 
pected the work of the field officers was correct, but the 
sharp and snappy duty of the battalions commanded by the 
captains vemuuds extra praise; added to this it must be re 
corded that the companies were in «a majority of cases com- 
manded by lieutenunts, The evolutions of a brigade were 
tinely illustrated, while the firings by *1 battalion 
und file were ali toat could be desired. The drill, notwith- 
standing the dampness of the ground and its ~e py condi- 
tiop, wus a perfect success, and was enjoyed by officers, 
men and spectators. It was the first happy drill of a most 
uncomfortable week. The enforced rest, from heat and 
raip, and the success of this drill, seemed to give new life to 
the command, and at the unanimous request ot officers and 
men Col. Partridge again paraded the regiment tor drill at 
38Pp.M. This was simply a working drill,in the movements 
ot the battalion, and fur two hours the guvean exhibi- 
tion of what they knew about tactics, toat delighted the 
spectators and the regiment's veteran corps, which bad ar- 
rived in camp during this drill. A bandsome dress parade 
closed the work of the day,and it might be said the work 
of the week. 

An impromptu drill in battalion movements and battalion 
skirmishing was arranged for Saturday morning, with four 
companies of volunteers under Capt. Candee. Then followed 
the paying off of the troops, conducted in a must sutisfae- 
tory aud business-like mauncr by Col. Phisterer. The camp 
was in perfect condition when the guard of the 7th relieved 
that of the 23d, and the incoming regiment was received 
with due honors, after which in column of fours the 23d 
marched to the boat, and the first week of the State camp 
was concluded. 

THE ARTILLERY DRILL BY COMPANY I. 

Despite the oppressive beat of the first of the working 
days of the 23d Regiment's camp, the men of Co. I did not 
loiter around the camp nor lounge in their tents. Corporal 
Robt. B. Dawson is one of the members of company, 
and while in the Massachusetts militia obtained considerable 


right and varly, and 


knowledge of heavy artillery drill,and after an examina- 
tion of “ Battery Hill,” he proposed to put this knowledge 
at the disposal of the company, He asked for volunteers to 
man the guns. The call was promptly responded to, and 
Capt. Holmes obtained permission for his company to oc- 
cupy the “ battery " during the afternoon of each day. The 
camp authorities, being only too glad to comply with this 
request, and after a theoretical dri/l in the duties of the gun 
detachment, the posts of cannoneerr, an explanation of the 
implements used and mode of upplication, the first detach- 
ment under direction of Corp!. Dawson repaired to the bat- 
tery. The best portion of this lst day was expended in putting 
the heavy guns in working order, and removing the rust an 
paint-stickiness accumulated during. the past year, yet 
—— information was given to the detachment to arouse 
their interest in the work. In the evening the theoretical 
instruction was continued,a majority of the members of 
the company attending the lecture of the corporal. From 
this out, and during the entire week, Co. I held its regular 
tour of duty at the big guns, and as one detachment became 
sufficiently fami.iar with the service they were replaced by 
fresh voluoteers, and the work was progressed until nearly 
every member of the company bad had his tour of duty at 
“ Battery Hill.” Rain or sun, heat or cold, made not the 
slightest difference tothe men of Co. Land when, as pro- 
by Capt. Holmes, permi-sion is ovtained to practice 
on the guns at Fort Hamilton or Wadsworth, the 23d Regi- 
ment’s artillery company will have no reason to dread the 
comments of the officers and men of the Ist U.S. Artillery. 


THE SECOND BRIGADE SIGNAL OORPS. 


On volunteer duty at the camp was a detatchment of the 
2d Brigade Signal Corps, composed of Capt. F. T. Leigh, 
Corp'. Chas, B. Baldwin, Privates H. C. Baldwio, Frank R. 
De La Vergne, and Chas. 8. Hotchkiss. Oa Sunday this de- 
tachment spent the best part of the day in establishing 
stations and working with flags and the heliograph, and on 
Monday night they gave ao exhibition in the work with 
theftorch. Like the volunteer artillerymen, they are inde- 
fatigabie ; beat or cold, rain or darkness bas no terrors 
forthem. Time is of no account, they areat work from 
reveille till Yr 4 after midnight, and seem to really revel in 
the amount of duty performed. The more the merrier. 
They climbed the Dunderberg, and after a day’s bard work 
could not find a spot on which to establish a station. Their en- 
thusiasm nas been acknowledged by the men of the 234, and 
there bas been no lack of volunteers who desire to learn 
the science of “ wig-wag.” The volunteers from the 21 
Brigade Signal Corps, under Capt. Lee, deserve special com- 
mendation.

It isa gratifying fact to note that the State officials at 
the Camp of Instruction are satisfied with the work and 
progress of the Seventh during this, their week in camp, 
and more than one of these officers took delight in express- 
ing the fact, that so far this was the best tour of camp duty 
ever performed by that regiment, and a personal observa- 
tion of the practical methods of Colonel Appleton and his 
— show that this year the Seventh are bere for hard 
work, 

At about 4 p. M., on Saturday, June 20, the 7th Regiment, 
with 38 officers avd 730 enlisted men, took possession of the 
camp, relieving the 23d, of Brookiyo. After the assign- 
ment of quarters, it was short work for the Q. M. and his 
company assistants to issue the necessary equipment, and 
before supper ca'l the command was at home for the week. 
Incidentally we might state that the outgoing regiment left 
a camp that e uld hardly be surpassed for cleanliness. The 
first duty of the week was dress parade, with Colonel Ap- 
pleton in command, the handsome full dress of the regi- 
ment showing to splendid advantage, while the music from 
Cappa's band was all that could be desired. The formation 
wat ravid and correct, and thougb this was Adjutant Lan- 
don’s first experience in-the opeo, be acquitted himself ina 
satisfactory manner. A little more snap in the manner of 
delivering the commands of execution is all that he needs. 
The chaplain, Rev. John R. Paxton, was virtually in com 
mand of the camp on Sunday, for with the exceptioa of the 
double guard mouut and the dress parade the day was one 
ot rest. The religious services were held on the bluff at 
10 30 A. M., the Glee Ciub of tbe regiment as a choir nobly 
secondiug the chaplain. The afternoon was a most uncom- 
fortable o .e, a steady drizzie driving the men to quarters. 

The real work of the week began at reveilie Monday 
moruipg, aod after the camp bad been properly policed and 
made ship shupe, the “fail in” for company drill was 
promptly responded to. Toe correct manner of executing 
the evolutions of the schou! of the compnoy is no secret in 
the 7th, and but few of these movements were executed, 
and these principally to accustom the men to tramping in 
closed ranks over the open field. A skirmish drill by com- 
pany followed, the bugle beiog used instead of the voice io 
giving commands. These first efforts were bardiy up to the 
standard, and proved that this portion of the instruction of 
the 7th had been somewhat overlooked in thearmory in- 
struction. The deployments were by the right and left flank, 
the distances in a majority of cases being ili timed, The fir- 
ings were bad, the men seemingly paying more attention to 
the care of their clothes than to the work in baad. The mid- 
day drill was by battalion, 10 commands, I6 files,Col. Apple- 
ton in command. Thisis the first time since he was com- 
missioned that the Colonel has had a chanceto handle his 
regiment as an entirety, und that he knows just what todo 
and bow to do it, was most fully demonstrated. It was 
really a working drill, there were no waits, the commands 
were quick and rapid, and though on this first drill the 
Mvvements were simple, they were such as kept officers 
and men on the alert. The guerd mounts, morniog and 
evening, were handsomely conducted. The dress parade of 
the evening was somewbat of a surprise to the officers‘and

BICYCLES FOR THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


On the occasion of the visit of the 13th Regiment to 
Creedmoor on June 16. Col. Austen made an experimental 
use of bicycles to demunstrate the efficiency of sucna corpsif 
operating in an ware country. A detail uader Capt. Coch- 
ran was sent to W haven, to which points pickets were 
supposed to cover. The detail started 134 hours prior to the 
hour of train departure of the regiment from Brooklyn, 
and reached Woodhaven in baif an hour, giving the bicy- 
cles 144 hours start from the respective points. The idea 
was to Jemonstrate the ibility of operating in advance 
of troops and to report from time to time to the officer on 
the train the nature of opposition encountered or force of 
an enemy it met, and to save delay en route in train trans- 
portatation if no opposing forces opposed the way.

Van Houten, 
formerly corporal, both of Co. D. They were separately 
tried before a G. C. M. presided over by Capt. W. H. Kirby, 
12th Reet., upon two charges, viz.: Disrespect to superiors 
and conduct to tbe prejudice, etc. Richardson was sentenced 
to dishonorsble discharge and a fine of $20, and Van Houten 
to a fine of $25 and to be reprimanded in orders. The Com- 
mander-in-Chief bas approved the proceedings, findings and 
sentence of the Court in each case, and the sentences will be 
duly carried into effect. “In the case of Pvt. Van Houten, 
the evidence and finding of the Court show that he did not 
address to bis commanding officer the insubordinate lap- 
guage set out in the specification and used by Pvt. Richard- 
sop, but did join in an insolent manner in the latter's re- 
quest to be reduced to the ranks and then proceeded to cut 
off his chevrons. His conduct, while not so gross a viola- 
tion of discipline as that of Pvt. Richardson, shows never- 
theless an inexcusable and deliberate disrespect on bis part 
to his superior officer, which the Commander-in-Chief se- 
verely censures, It must not be forgotten that a command- 
ing officer is always entitled to respect. It is due to tbe sta- 
tion which he fille, and so long as he continues to exercise 
command, respect to bim is as much a point of duty as obe- 
dience. The failure to yield proper respect to an officer, if 
permitted to continue, must tend to undermine authority 
an discipline.”
